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Railway Rate* And Wages 


R 


AILWAY wages are to be reduced in order to enable the 


railway* to remain solvent. If an equal solicitude had been 


for the solvency of track walkers the problem would 


proved more difficult. It happens, however, that railway 


i and railway rates were raised at about the same time, and 


that tfce railway employes, as consumers, have to pay more for 
their living when rates are high than when they are low. 


The excuse for a decrease in wages is that it now costs less 


to lire than it did a year ago, and the same argument applies to 
Ira^M. President Harding showed a commendable appreciation 
of the popular sentiment on this point when he walked over to 
the offices of the Interstate Commerce Commission Wednesday 
to suggest, in a discreet way, that rates be revised downward. 
Jle wag informed that ihe inequalities caused by the horizontal 
increase last year were being smoothed out, to the advantage of 
many commodities, and shippers. A horizontal decrease is not 
on the cards at present. 


The question of rate readjustment may be approached 


from two directions. The railways may be considered, as most 
financially minded people do consider them. a< sources of in- 
come to those who own them. In the railway business, as in 
other enterprises, there is a line of greatest profit, and this line 
lies somewhere between the extreme of prices so nigh a.s to dis- 
courage trade and prices too low tu pay expenses. The railway 
rate structure is complex, and in the nature of things losses or 
email returns on certain commodities, such a.s coal, must be com- 
pensated for by larger returns on other commodities in the final 
price of which transportation costs are of less importance. But 
the general principle of the quickest possible turnover at the 
lowest possible rate is sound and ought to be applied. There is 
little evidence to show that this has yet been .scientifically at- 
tempted. 


The other consideration in rate making is the common good 


of all the people served by the railways. 
Fundamentally the 


railways exist, not to make profits, but to carry goods. The pub- 
lic regulating bodies are under a moral obligations to keep faith 
with investors and an economic obligation not to cripple an es- 
Eentiai service. Beyond this point the railways have no rights 
that all individuals and business enterprises do not have. They 
are not entitled to special privileges, and in a period of 
stringency their owners have no claim to be exempt from the 
risks and hardships that other people have to undergo.
